WORSE THAN THE RAILROADS. 


A Candidate for the Lexistature Talks 


About Land Monopoly and 


Other Tliinfs. 


Terrel, Tex., Oct. 4.— Hon. I). 
J. Anthony of this city, flotorinl 
representative of Kaufman, V^an 
Zandt and Rains counties, gave 
The News correspondent the fol­ 
lowing statement today for publi­ 
cation in The T^ews: 
I hope the time is not far off 
when a candidate for office will 
have to have some other qualifica­ 
tion besides cursing the railroads. 
The growing intelligence of the 
people demands something else. 
They are growing tired of such 
demagogy. 
I have no apology for 
the railroad companies or corpora­ 
tions that overstep the bounds of 
justice. 
There are others. 
The 
acquisition of large bodies of land 
by a few is the greatest menace 
that confronts the American peo­ 
ple today. 
Aocording to recent government 
statistics, 40 per (»nt of the people 
in the United States are renters. 
I do not know how it is in other 
states, hut in Texas a large per 
cent of the renters are in a condi­ 
tion that borders on serfdom, and 
the taxation of these large bodies 
of land is out of proportion to the 
small land owner. 
The land laws of the 
United 
States as well as the land laws of 
T exas have made it possible for 
unscrupulous men with money to 
acquire all the hest 
lands. 
1'he 
pul)lic land uinnmissioner apjjoint- 
ed i)V the president, in his report 
to congress, sum s the whole mut­ 
ter up in the following statement: 
“ Uetailcd study of the pr.ictical 


system, which not only represents 
a relatively low industrial develop­ 
ment, but whose further extension 
carries with it a most serious 
threat. 
Politically, socially and 
economically this system Is inde­ 
fensible. 
Had the land laws been 
effective and effectually enforced 
its growth would have been im- 
jx)ssihle. 
It is often asserted in 
defense 
of large 
holdings that 
through the operations of enlight­ 
ened sellisbness, the land so held 
will eventually he .put to its hest 
use. 
Wherever theoretical 
con­ 
sideration may support this state­ 
ment, in practice it is ahtioet uni­ 
versally not true. 
Hired labor on 
the farm can not compete with the 
man who owns and works his land 
and if it could the owners of large 
tracts rarely have the capital to 
develop them effectively. 
“ Although there is a tendency 
to subdivide large holdings in the 
long run, yet the desire for such 
holdings is so strong and the be­ 
lief in their rapid increase in value 
so controlling and so widespread 
that the speculative motive gov­ 
erns, and men go to extremes be­ 
fore they will subdivide lands 
which they themselves are not able 
to utilize. 
“ The 
fundamental 
fact 
that 
characterizes the present situation 
is this: 
That the number of pat­ 
ents issued is increasing out of ail 
proportion to the number of new 
hom es.” 
The 
same 
thing prevails in 
Texas today. 
In 
nearly 
every 
instance where you find good land 
it is monopolized 
by the cattle 
barons and lumber kings, aud in 
the rich agricultural parts of the 
state it is cultivated 
by tenants 
who, in the majority of case-, oc­ 
cupy very unenviable positions not 
calculated to inspire patriotism or 
j love of country. 
On this same subject J. J. Hill, 
presidetit of the Great Northern 
Railway, among other things said: 
“ the need of more land space for 
home builders ie created by the 
rapid settlement of the country 
and precipitated and aggravated b y 
the 
insane jiolicy of 
land 
law.-

T here are 
only tw o grand pianofortes of Cristo- 
fori In existence. 
One decorated in gold and C hinese 
figures Is in Florence, and th e o th er Is 
In th e C rosby-Brown collection in the 
M etropolitan M useum of A rt.

docum ents a tte st th e au th en ticity of 
th is last instru m en t, w hich w as p u r­ 
chased from Signor Diego M artelll. 
From th is feeble beginning a long list 
of nam es could be m entioned of m en 
w ho helped p erfect th e piano. B ut fac­ 
tories alone could never have achieved 
w ithout royalty to encourage and v ir­ 
tuosos to play. Frederick th e G reat or­ 
dered five pianos for his palace, w here 
they can be seen a t the present day.

I w as In a road leading north, w ith ex 
tensive fields east and w est; hence my 
opportunity. 
T he full m oon had Just 
risen above the tops of the distan t 
woods, and the bow in th e w est w as 
p e rfe c t 
The span of th e bow w as m a­ 
terially less th an the span of a sun 
rainbow , b u t its depth, or thickness, 
w as proportionately m uch g reater. The 
rainbow colors w ere distinct, b u t pale, 
as if the arch w ere built of pale m oth­ 
er-of-pearl, and they changed and fad­ 
ed less rapidly th an the su n rainbow s 
I have seen.
